„Tbe White House may be enlarged 
some time,” said a member of the se- 
ate committee on public buildings and 
grounds, but there will be some dif- 
ticulty about it, for the reason that in 
the past. at least, the oc2upant of the 
executive mansion has never Deen en- 
thasiastic about it, as far as ho was 
concerned, General Grant was thor- 
oughly convinced that there shogld 
be an extension to its capacity” Bat 
he would not listen to the ides of hav- 
ing it done while be was president. I 
talked to him several times on the sub- 
jeot, but all he would say was that it 
should be dons. The present White 
House, he said, was good enongh for 
him, though he thought the seutiment 
of the country was in favor of a more 
commodions mansion. The necessary 
appropriation could have been mae 
any time he wanted it, but be woald 
never say the word. 

„During President Cleveland's first 
term there was no azitation on the 
subject whatever, and during the term 
jast expired he has never utterel an 
official sentenoe on the subject, though 
in private converaations he has said 
that the building should be enlarged. 
He has, however, gone no further. 
Mrz. Harrison was euthusiastio on the 
subject, and even went so far as to ap- 
prove plans for an extension, which 
were prepared for her. These plans 
now hang in our committee room, but 
that is as far as has been done, for 
the reason that Generalgfſarrison, like 
General Grant, always said that the 
present White House was good enough 
for him. Had be been one-balf as en- 
thusiastio on the subject as Mrs. Hur- 
rison was the enlargement would have 
been aoccomplighed before now, 1 
don't think that Major McKinley has 
given the subject any thought sinoe 
he has been eleotel President, aud 
don't know what be will do, if any- 
thing, about the matter. But I have 
been told by « brother senstor that be 
has said: Les, there ought to bea 
new execative mansion or an exten» 
sion of tho present one, which is to 
mo the most desirable ides, bat I'll 
worry along as it is.

CARE OF THE HAIR, 


To keep the bair clean and silky, it 
must be vrasbed often and regularly; 
no amount of combing will produce a 
Uke effect. Provide yourself with a 
brush ot the finest bristles, which 
must be loug enough to penetrate the 
hair to toe scalp. Never use & wire 
brush, and à comb #honld be used 
only in arranging the hair, First wash 
the bair in lukewarm water, with a 
tew drops of ammonia, or & fine qual- 
ity of soap may be used. Shampoo 
the head thoroughly, using a nailbrush 
kept for the purpose to cleanse t 
eonlp., HRiuse well in clear water, of, 
it the hair is harsh and dry by nature, 
use a little glycerine in the rinss 
water, aud if very moist a little 
plycerine'and borax may be used. Rub 
the head and hair as dry as possible 
with a coarsse towal, then allow it to 
hang over the #honlders, and brask 
with a soft,brash till thoroughty dry. 

At bedtime the bair should be un- 
fastened and brusbed for fixze or ten 
minutes, then gathered into a loose 
braid, Which will give free access to 
the air, Hair that is brashed regu- 
larly, night and morning, if only for 
« few minutes ut a time, will require 
less frequent washing, and meanwhile 
will be clean and glossy. Too much 
washing readers the hair harsh and 
dry. It is very beneticial to olip the 
ends of the hair ance a month, after 
it has been bru⸗hed smoothly down the 
back. After this, all the forked ends 
that remain should be clipped, as while 
in this condition there will be no 
growth. The h4irbrusb should be of 
the vert nnbleached bristles, not too 
olosely set together, and of good 
length. It should be kept free from 
the gathered lint and dandroff by 
goutly tapping the bristles against 
dome flat surface, and wiping with s 
cloth aſter each time wing. Ocos- 
s:onaliy it may be wasbed in lake- 
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wot. Shake free from water, and stand 
in an ay place, not in the suu to dry,

Bishop has to send a corn fleld or a 
cotton patch preacher to follow them 
and pay their house rent, cos] and 
wood bill and the debts they have 
piled upon the church, and the same 
scholarly failures will come up to the 
Annual Conference, harping over their 
education, when, if justice was done 
them, they would be dropped from the 
conference roll and sent home to 
plow and hoe cotton, corn, potatoes or 
clean out horse stables. 


TrovsaxDs of white people, here in 
Georgia and throughout the South, 
not altogether to our surprise, endorse 
all that we have said about the colored 
people protecting their domieites from 
the lynchers, by guns, but we have 
been surprised to be congratulated by 
Soathern white men whom we thought 
hated the ground the Negro walked 
upon. The excitement which was 
raised over that little article which ap- 
peared in the Volk or Missions, has 
given us a far different opinion from 
what we had before of this section of 
the country. If the Negro thinks 
that all of the whites endorse the 
bloody lyuchers, we can now say with 
perfect knowledge, that the great ma- 
jority of them are terribly opposed to 
them, nor do they belieye half of the 
reports about the raping that is charg- 
ed npon the Negro. But we are not 
auch a convert to the sentiment we 
have discovered to change our opinion 
about African emigration. The Negro 
must have a nation of his own, before 
he is going to be a man. The social 


equality theory of Bishop Holsey and 


the absorption or intermarriage theory 
of Bishop Gaines, great as they both 
are, will not bring the needed remedy, 
as we $ee it, earlier than five hundred 
years anyway.

Just before the last iesue of the 
Voice went to press, & communication 
reached us from Rev. D. T, Green, 
for many years & prominent Presiding 
Elder, but owing tos large mail and a 
rush to take the cars, we did not read it, 
but sent it to the printer, as we thought 
Elder Green was snfftciently-expe- 
rienced to know what to say. We are 
now sorry we did not read it, for if we 
had we would have evidently stricken 
out the phrase which has stirred up 
such an uunecessary excitement; 
nevertheless We are satisfled that 
Brother Green meant no harm, in- 


things coming over two years ago, yet 
we hoped in the face of what appeared 
to be evident, that our Church would 
escape such a calamity, to avoid what 
has come to pass. When Elder Fred- 


that he had served Zion Church as 
long as we believed it profitable and 
we intended to assign him to work in 
the United. States, but with great 
earnestness, he begged to be returned 
to Africa, as he was already acclima- 
ted. He said he was willing to take 
any Mission np the rivers rather than 
leave. His appeals being $0 pathetic, 
we consented against our better jndg- 
ment and appointed bim Presiding 
Elder, with Elder Ourtis as pastor of 
Zion, but we had our doabts at the same 
time about Curtis or any other minister 
from the United States being accept- 
able to Frederick. But Curtis reached 
there and he and others wrote com- 
plimentary letters abont the prospects 
till Frederick arrived, then came let- 
ters that great tronbles had broken 
out. We tried to get Elder Frederick 
to go to Lagos, Africa,or take a charge 
in the West Indies, where he came 
from, and where his wife now is, but 
none were acceptable. Finding that 
Curtis could not hold the charge in 
Freetown without a wrangle. and re- 
ceiving letters from bim that his life 
was threatened, and that Elder Freder- 
ick, although he was Presiding Elder, 
was determined to run him 'away, we 
reappointed Frederick pastor at Zion, 
sent Curtis to Liberia and appointed 
Prof. Snelson Presiding Elder, and we 
told Snelson before he left here that 
he might-expect—rebeftion upon the 
park of Frederick, yet we hoped that 
it would not come, while we knew that 
he wanted no minister from the United 
States around Freetown, We prayed 
that be would remember his ordins- 
tion vows, which binds every man to 
obedience and fidelity to the Church, 
or leaves him a hypocrite and a per- 
jurer. We had great respect for Fred- 
erick, and fought his battles when 
he was being pursued and tongue- 
lashed most severely. We used 
our paper Tun Voick of Misstoxs— 
and before Tur Vorcs or Mistoxs, the 
Christian Recorder, in his defense, and 
refused to believe any of the com- 
plaints against him, while we were a 
little doubtfnl in certain directions. 
But our last visit to Africa satisfled us 
that the A. M. E. Church would never 
be a success in his hands, but we were

to the lowest, because we were trying 
to establish our work in Africa; while 
a large majority of the church, we

Al brushes and 
combs should be kept in the dressing 
case, Or in a bag 80 as to keep them as 
much as posstble from the dust. Ivory 
that has become yellow from age or 
unnge may be whitened by « good rub- 
bing with fine sand paper or moist pow- 
dered pumice stone. 

Tortoise shell combs or ornaments 
that have lost their polish may be 
renovated by rubbing them with finely 
powdered rotten stone mixed with + 
little olive ofl. The rotten stone shous. 
be gifted through a piece of fine mus1ic 
before mixing it with the ofl. When 
all marks ars removed polish again 
with a piece of very soft chamois 
leather and a little jeweler's rouge. 

Dust may be removed from velvet 
much more thoroughly and expeditious- 
ly by rubbing with a plece of crape 
rather than by using a brush, although 
It be @ soft one. 

Glass Which has become dull may be 
brought back to its original brightness 
by washing with diluted hydrochloric 
acid and afterward rubbing with moist 
chalk or whiting.

To clean brass and copper a mixture 
of oil and rotten stone applied with a 
piece of leather and then rubbed bright 
with clean chamols Skin will give a 
beautiful polish. Furniture to be pol- 
ished should be washed with soap and 
water, little by little, and each little 
quickly dried. Afterward the cream 
should be applied. Here are two good 
recipes. Boll thoroughly in a gallon 
of water one pound of beeswarx. four 
ounces of soft soap and two ounces of 
pear! as; the second, which should 
be made at least a day before it is used. 
is compounded by melting together at 
a gentle heat eight parts of white wax, 
two of regin, and. half a pint of turpen- 
tine. Pour into a jar, shake it well, 
and add six parts of rectified oll of tur- 
| roentine. 

A careful housekeeper is frequently 
troubled by the tannin stalus in fine 
china teacups. They may usually be 
removed by rubbing them with a little 
whiting on flannel. Salt will have the 
same effect, but it sometimes scratches 
very fine ware. 

To clean wall paper use bread abou! 
a day old. If the paper is only dusty, 
fick and rub it with a soft yarn mop 
If it is marked with grease, hold a piece 
of blotting paper over the spot with a 
hot flat iron for a few moments. 

Rubbing silver or plated eggspoons 
with a little liquid ammonia and salt 
will remove the disooloration caused by 
the sulphur in the egg. The very best 
way to clean mirrors and windows is 
to rub them with a paste of Whiting 
and water. When this dries polizh 
with chamoils skin and remove the 
powder. A little alcohol in cold water 
also gives a brilllant polish. Soapsuds 
should never be used. 

When grease hes been spilt upon 
matting, apply powered French chalk 
and benzine. Cover the grease with 
the chalk and sprinkle lightly with the 
benzine. When the latter has evap 
orated, brush off the chalk, and the 
spot will also vanlsh. When grease 
is spilt on wooden flooring, cold water 
should immediately be poured over It. 
This hardens it so that t can easily be 
scraped away, otherwise it sinks in and 
repeated scrubbing will not get rid of 
it. ,

What Is the Necersity of the Young 
Ministers of the A. M. E. 
Church Aspiring !

Let us then bo up and doing, 
With a heart for any fate, 
Still achieving, still pursuing, 
Learn to labor and to walt. 


There has been « time when these 
words were golden and productive of 
renewed energy and efforts to achieve, 
but it is fast becoming different, for 
young men have waited and waited 
till patience cases to be a virtue. We 
have been told by the fathers of the 
Church to aspire to achieve greatness, 
make men of ourselves. Such advice 
has not been withheld from us, and 
being enconraged by the fathers, we 
have labored, toiled, wept, went 
where there was nothing and left 
something; and yet when one thinks 
of the Presiding Eldership,or of filling 
some of the larger appointments, it is 
said by these same fathers; who are 
constantly telling us to aspire, he is 
too ambitions, he will not do,” ete. I 
do not mean this article to be reflective 
at all, but let ns see what can the 
young ministry of the A. M. E.charch 
aspire to? First, the Bishops are at 
the head of the church government, 
and any man, young or old, has the 
right to aspire to the Bishoprie and to 
work to that end, in any honorable 
way, but the fact stares us in the face 
that all great en cannot be Bishops. 
Then if all 7 men cannot be Bish- 
ops, there mnst be other positions in 
the Churbh for the young aspirant 0 
fill, Secondly comes the general offl- 
ces, Well, there are only nine of 
them, so you see that there is not 
room enough there for them. Third- 
ly comes the Presiding Eldership. 
Of course, all cannot be Fresiding 
Elders, but all Presiding Elders should 
be broadhearted, not narrow and self- 
conceited. As it has been clearly dem- 
onstrated that all cannot be bishops and 
general officers, bnt many can be Pre- 
siding Elders, we pause just here to 
note the qualifications that one should 
possess to fill this position, and after 
careful consideration sum them up as 
follows: A presiding elder shonld be 
experienced, he should be fatherly, he 
should be manly enough to allow men 
to differ with him, he should be an 
able expounder of the Word of God, 
he should be able to fill any position 
in the Church, even down to a mis- 
sion. But lo! to our surprise we find 
all over the connection some men in 
the ofice who are unfit for it. There 
are some in the office who cannot pas- 
tor a mission successfully. Some who 
have never been obedient themselves 
and yet they expect to rule over oth- 
ers. The young minister, laboriag in 
the hottest part of the battlefield reads 
his Bible—his eye rests npon these 
words: He that is faithful in the 
least is faithful in much, but he al- 
ways has an opportunity to show him- 
self faithful in the least and never in 
much, because he does not get the 
much. Now, it has been said that 
„He that would command must learn 
to obey, and he that would rule must 
first prove his qualification by serv- 
ing.” But we have men in this great 
office who have not proven themselves 
faithful in the least, because they 
never have then east given them, and 
when they find that they cannot gag 
men and lead them where they (the 
Presiding Elders) wonld, they call the 
men nnfaithfal and unruly, simply be- 
cnuse they (the Prending Elders) have 
not learned to serve, therefore cannot 
rule. Then, there is a class that will 
take to the Episcopal rooms and there 
knife their brethren, their wives and 
children. Complaints need not be 
made, because, if you complain, it will 
be said that yon are too fast and too 
ambitions. We have hundreds of poor 
men, whezin trying to care for their 
families, fall into debt, and year after 
year & Judiciary Committee is appoint- 
ed, they go before it and give their 
notes to pay at & certain time, and 
when they receive their appointments, 
and disappointments, they find that 
that note must come against them at 
the next Conference. Poor fellows. 
they have shown themselves faithful 
in the least and only the least is given 
them. Then there are some Presiding 
Elders who place their men only to 
suit their own pecnniary desires, that 
is if they find that a brother is suc- 
cessful in raising the Presiding Elder's 
assessment, he is put into the best 
charge, regardless of his other qualifi- 
eations, These things should not be 
We have hundreds of young men, who 
are afraid to speak their opinions be- 
cause of the threats of Presiding 
Elders. Then there is a class who, 
after they get their assessment, re- 
gardless of how much time they have 
and how bad the people may desire 
them to remain, will leave, if the 
assessment is raised at one collection 
they will not preach again. Then 
there some who never visit the mission 
points on their districts, but always go 
where the assessment is a pretty good 
sum. The borders of our beloved 
Bethel will never be extended so long 
as this condition of affairs exiats. **Go 
ye into all the world and-preach my 
Gospel to every creatnre” seems to not 
have been spoken to many ot the 
Presiding Elders of this day and time. 
We need Presiding Elders who will 
strive to lead their men, not drive 
them. We need Presiding Elders 
who will have manhood enongh to al- 
low the men nnder them to express 
their opinions. We need Presiding 
Flders who are able and willing to 
pastor «mall cirenits and missions. It 
certainly seems that our Bishops have 
thought that if this class of men who 
have done little el«e but preside, were 
taken down that they would not serve 

ut would prove that He whe has 
been faithful in much to his own inter- 
terests, will not be faithful in the 
least to the interest of the Church.“

NOTES 


From the North Ohlo Conference 
Branch of the W. M. M. Soclety, 


| Perhaps the financial affairs of the 
church have never passed through 
uch a trying ordeal as the past year 
brpught, and perhaps no church or- 
gahization has been tried and stood 
the test as gold that is tried in the 
furnace, as has the W. M. M. Society. 

This conference branch of the work 
numbers its year's work from one July 
until the next, which time marks the 
annual conventions. Three quarters 
of the present year's work have passed 
into eternity, and the fourth one is 
now upon us. The past quarter's re- 
port far excels any sine the societies 
begun to operate under the law passed 
at the late General Conference, This 
Conference branch comprises two Pre- 
siding Elders' districts, with 24 and 
26 pastoral points, respectively. Twen- 
ty-eight of these points are stations, 
and the remainder are circuits and 
missions. 

As far as we have been able to as- 
certain we have societies in operation 
at 42 of these points. The past quar- 
ter, we were enabled, through perse- 
verance and implicit trust in God, to 
raise $116.30.

1 
tried to conceal my tears. I conld not 
gocount for it. When I looked at him 
and saw how dignified he was, with 
anch a loving face and genial spirit, 
the thought came to me, I wonder 
how such «a hnsband and 
father could part from his 
wife and children. What a Sacrifice! 
Thanks to Bishop Turner and the dear 
people of the Church, and thanks to 
Almighty God for the choice. The 
professor is of the middle height, dig 
nified in appearance, with a bright, 
intelligent face. He wore his clerical 
mit, looking every inch Episcopal in 
appearance, with a fine black silk top 
hat. Some thought he was an English 
clergyman. When the people san 
that he was free, loving and cheerful, 
they flocked around him shaking his 
hands ond saluting him with words 
expreasing warm welcome. He said 
with me. As soon as 
the second bell for morning service 
began, expressing « desire to go with 
me, we walked up together to the 
Church — everyone looking on him 
with smiles. They were all happy 
to see their new Presiding Elder, who, 
in appearance satisfled them.

shall gain the "whole wortdq;”—ete: 
Words fail me to describe the feelings 
which were manifested during the time 
he held firm those words, What shall 
it profit? What shall he gain?” Every 
eye was directed to the preacher. Suf 
floe it to say that everyone went home 
deeply impressed with those solemn 
truths they had heard that blessed 
morning. In the afternoon Bro. J. J. 
Coker, our Missionary at Scarcies, 
preached, After preaching the Pro- 
tessor opened the door of the church! 
Lord have merey! I have 
never witnessed such a sight 
in my whole life.

DEFENSE.

Principles are eternal and will live 
beyond the wreck of matter and crusb 
of worlds. History, both sacred and 
profane, attests the fact that ad vocators 
of principles contrary to convention- 
ality often suffer and die, but the prin- 
ciples will live and become the result- 
ant of civil or religions liberty. The 
A. M. E. Church stands foremost of all 
denominations in demonstrating the 
stern principles of Negro manhood. 
The church that will educate manhood 
and then curb it, advocate freedom of 
thought and cirenmscribe it will soon 
find herself zeated amidst revolution. 
That custom on certain lines of church 
government had drifted our Zion near 
Scylla and Charibdis is unquestionable. 
Seeing and feeling that the condi- 
tion of affairs demanded not only agi- 
tation but action, I briefly sketched an 
article on the Presiding Eldership 
and Oflr Districts. As my article 
has been the subject of heavy 
comment and criticism and _ _ see- 
ing that the phraesology con- 
nection and even the spirit has been 
misconstrued I feel it justice for me to 
set up the following as a defense. In 
the first place no one can deny that 
with few exceptions every quadren- 
nium installs the same men as Presid- 
ing Elders and if they are taken down 
it is to fill a large appointment and are 
again ressddled. Through this cns- 
tom, tyranny has crept into the Church 
on the one hand and slavish fear on 
the other. To me this is largely the 
cause of the destruction of brotherly 
love among the ministry and disrespeet 
for the office, as the principles of 
Roman Catholicism cannot mingle with 
Methodism without friction. Again 
one conversion at the altar during a 
quarterly meeting is no sign that the 
"laity are not turning their attention 
to the pastor and not the presiding 
elder.” Where are our ox cart camp 
meeting quarterly conferences of years 
ago, Echo says, gone. 

Again divide the districts with 
view of mission work,” not to make 
room for more men as TI was 
constrned, but to extend the Church in 
places where there is a possibility to 
plant our banner as there is just as 
much demand for missionary work now 
in places as there was © twenty yers 
ago.

Then, if a strong pastor 
can live on $200, certainly a Presiding 
Elder can live on 8700.“
